As a result of a recent (July 2016) vacation trip to Whitehorse, Yukon, during which | was constantly asking about “possible” 
wooden tokens / nickels in the area, a “new to me” wood was mentioned and a copy eventually was sent to me by a contact 
person from Whitehorse. 


From the wood | was able to obtain enough information to be able to contact the owner of the company that had issued the 
wood. 


The very cooperative Owner, Murray Stevenson, told me the following: Murray Stevenson and Wayne Dear, owners of Arctic 
Backhoe Services Ltd. were approached by Merle Stevenson (Murray’s brother) about purchasing wooden nickels. Merle 
had a design for a company logo that he had created many years ago. They agreed to have 500 of the woods made using 
Merle’s design. This was done in September of 2012. The woods were to be used for advertising purposes and general 
handouts (a novelty). 


There was only the one issue made, so no varieties are available. 


A few notes / facts about Murray’s Company: The company was 
established in 1981 in Whitehorse, and has been consistently 
locally owned and operated ever since. Over the years, the com- 
pany has expanded to provide not only General Excavating Ser- 
vices, but also Hydrovac Services; Certified Sewer & Electrical 
Installs; Mining Exploration Services; Contaminated Site & Soil 
Cleanups & Treatments; Sand, Gravel & Soil Hauling Services;

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ALL-COMP OFFICE A BEEHIVE OF NUMISMATIC ACTIVITY

| have known of a number of commercial premises owned by coin 
collectors that were used for holding executive meetings of coin 
clubs and other numismatic-related activities. But none have come 
even close to the beehive of numismatic activity at All-Comp 
Supplies & Services Ltd. 


All-Comp's office, located at 4720 Yonge Street, was one of five 
2-story buildings in a small strip mall just south of Sheppard Avenue 
in what the post office called Willowdale at the time, hence the 
name on the 250 woods issued in 1986 on 38mm blanks (Belsten 
#5908-041). The political boundary name was North York, which] the office of All-Comp served as the meeting

After 30 years with Remington Rand, | saw an opportunity to strike out on my own. Since computers were the future, | be- 
came a distributor for a number of major brands of supplies and accessories relating to computers. These included Univac 
computer supplies, which were distributed in Canada by only one other company. Ironically, | set that up when | was em- 
ployed by Remington Rand, so was well-known to the right people at Univac whom | convinced that they should not have all 
their eggs in one basket but should have a second distributor of their Supplies unique to their computer systems and print- 
ers. When Remington Rand, then renamed RemCan, was forced into bankruptcy exactly one year after | left, | became the 
sole distributor for Univac computer supplies and replacement parts in Canada.

Jacquie Miller, one of three people on the All-Comp order desk, was the daughter of Eric Miller, who operated Coin Militaria 
Mart in the Sheppard Centre, specializing in coins and military related items. Jacquie's brother, Gary Miller, now operates 
Londinium Coins (Gary was born in England, hence the name). 


Many coin collectors stopped by for a chat regularly. Paul Nadin-Davis, a coin dealer from Ottawa, came by when he attend- 
ed the annual shows of the North York Coin Club. Gary Oblinski visited when business brought him to Toronto from St. Cath- 
arines. Bill McDonald. Louise Graham, Jack Wilkinson, Jack Veffer, Alex Munro, Jim Charlton, Stan Clute, Al Bliman, Marvin 
Kay, Tom Kennedy and Chuck Moore, all CNA Presidents, stopped by. 


Numerous wood-issuing CAWMC members stopped by, including Ron Zelk, Albert Kasman, Basil Latham, Dick Dunn, Roger 
Fox, Paul Johnson, Norm Belsten, among others. The Southern Ontario Chapter of CAWMC also held meetings there.

TORONTO INTERNATIONAL COIN FAIR 


When | acquired the assets of the Toronto International Coin Fair (TICF) from Chuck and Leslie Moore, the lower (basement) 
level of All-Comp provided safe storage for the All-State cases, lamps and signage. 


Harvey Farrow took on the additional responsibility of all accounting functions for TICF. These included accounts receivable 
(including bourse fees), accounts payable, banking and all record-keeping up to and including year-end financial statements. 


Donald D. Paterson signed the reverses of 200 of each of these wooden tokens, which show the 
coins and TICF logo he designed, while visiting the All-Comp office. 





Harvey and Jacquie, along with Larry Sontagh, were involved with the in-house printing and collating of promotional literature 
and souvenir program booklets and answering enquiries about TICF. 


During slack times, employees could be seen stamping variable details on wooden nickels such as the function and date of 
events for upcoming TICF shows. As well, individual numbers were added to thousands of woods for door draws of 
worthwhile prizes (i.e. complimentary subscriptions to Canadian Coin News).

Calgary Numismatic Society Show Woods 


Al Munro explains, “The Calgary Numismatic Society (CNS) hosted two coin shows in 
2016 and issued woods for both shows. There was one issued for each Saturday and 
another for each Sunday (colour changes for the reverse, the obverse remained as 
red). The spring wood shows the spring dates and the fall dates and “See you in the 
Fall”. The one in the fall has the same red obverse and shows the 2016 fall dates and 
the 2017 spring dates and reads “See you in the Spring”. The reverse colours 
were Spring Saturday blue and Spring Sunday green while the fall colours were 
Saturday teal (blue) and Sunday gold.” The club has interesting articles, links, Youth 
Group info, meeting schedules, events calendar, and more on their website 
www.calgarynumismaticsociety.org.

Northern Nick 


Kirkland Lake is a town and municipality located in Timiskaming District in Northeastern 
Ontario. Besides being famous for generating several hockey players who made it into 
the NHL, Kirkland Lake is recognized for the discovery of Kimberlites. The early identifi- 
cation of a kimberlite dyke and the occurrence of pyrope garnet grains along a section of 
the Munro Esker north of Kirkland Lake lead to further exploration resulting in the 
discovery of five kimberlite diatremes in the area north of Kirkland Lake and another 
one to the south. These are only a portion of the cluster of pipes found so far in the 
area, and diamonds are being recovered from these pipes. Kirkland Lake is also well- 
known for its love of curling! Kirkland Lake also enjoys festivals, and sports / school / 
family reunions. This 1919-1979 38mm wood #5480-003 is Blue on both sides 
(although this faded image leans closer to a purple), and there were 5,000 issued. Kirk- 
land Lake’s Gold Miner Northern Nick is featured on the obverse, who likely issued this 
wood on the occasion of his 6Oth birthday. John Nicholas “Nick” Meagher (1919-2007) 
was born in Cape Breton, and in 1946 he left his Brook Village to work the mines in 
Northern Ontario settling into Kirkland Lake. He took great pride in his career in cobalt 
and gold mining, but also sharing his talents as carpenter with many projects in the ar- 
ea. Nick enjoyed a happy life, passing away in his 89th year.
